W ith This Contention Against Law of 


1909 Giving Indianapolis Park Board 


Extraordinary Power to Levy Taxes, 


the People of That City Have United 


in an Effort to Have the Objection­ 


able Law Cast in the Discard. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 1.— A case to test 
the right of the city to levy assess­ 
ments for improvements of boulevards 
has been filed by owners of property 
in the east park district. 
The action 
was filed by attorneys employed by a 
committee appointed at a meeting of 
property owners who are objecting to 
the assessment. 
The constitutionality 
of the act of 1909, giving the city the 
right to proceed by assessing an en­ 
tire park district is denied in the suit, 
which is one to quiet title as against 
the city, the park board and the county 
treasurer. 
It is contended that the statute is 
contrary to the constitution of the 
United States, in that it takes proper- ! 
ty without due process of law, as au­ 
thority is given for making assess­ 
ments on land owners without giving 
the property owner the right to be 
heard, and because the assessments 
are made on the valuation of the lands 
for taxation, and not with regard to 
actual benefits accruing to the prop­ 
erty. 
Among the many objections to 
Its constitutionality under the Indiana 
constitution are that it does not pro­ 
vide for uniform and equal taxation on 
all property within the taxing district; 
that it provides only for taxing lands, 
and not improvements and personal 
property; that the act does not pre­ 
scribe such regulations as insure just 
valuation 
for assessment purposes; 
that it is a special tax on property for 
a public use, because the law provides 
for the purchase of property by the 
city with funds raised by assessment 
on only a part of the property within

TILE DRAINING A FIELD. 


Importa nce of Pa ying Attention to All 
Deta ils of the Work. 
The first and most important consid­ 
eration in the dra ining of any field is 
how to s e c u r e a proper outlet. This, if 
possible, should ha ve a free outfa ll a l­ 
w a ys a bove wa ter and so protected as 
never to become obstructed. If the « >ut 
let is permitted to termina te beneath 
water a certa in section of the drain 
must 
remain 
continuously 
full 
of 
water, 
and 
under 
these 
conditions 
there is da ng er < . silt depositing , clos 
ing the drain and rendering the whole 
system ineffective. 
It should be so made a s to ho unin­ 
jured by freezing and not in da ng er of 
being clog g ed through the tra mping of 
a nima ls about it. Either sew er tile o r 
vitrified draiutile. which will not b* 
crumbled by the action of frost, should 
be laid for the first fifteen or twenty 
feet. 
If neither of these are a va ila ble 
the next best plan is to bed the ordi­ 
nary tile in a good concrete to a depth 
of four or five inches and at the mouth 
build up with the concrete a protect­ 
ing fa ce sufficient to prevent the c a v­ 
ing of ea rth a bout the outlet. It is well, 
too. to extend the concrete in a slop­ 
ing apron tw o or three feet, on which 
the wa ter ma y spill without eroding
